Big Jap Destroyer and 
Cargo Vessel Hit—En-

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, March 15 (AP).— 
Growing concentrations of Japa- 
nese shipping at island bases in 


the Banda Sea area within 500 
miles of Darwin, Australia, were 
reported today as Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur’s headquarters  an- 
nounced that Allied airmen had 
blasted twc more ships in an 
enemy convoy off Wewak, New 
Guinea. 

A communique said the Japanese 
are massing both transports and 
supply ships in the Amboina 
(Ambon)-Dobo area northwest of 
New Guina and reported enemy 
ground forces there are being 
inforced. New airfields also ar 
being constructed in that secto 
by the Japanese, the communique 
said. 


The island of Amboina, former 
Dutch possession and once the site 
of an important naval base in The 
Netherlands East Indies, is about 
600 miles northwest of Darwin. 
Dobo, southeast of Amboina, is 
about 100 miles closer to Darwin. 

Warning Recalled. 

Spokesmen at Allied headquar- 
ters declined to comment on the 
possible significance of this Japa- 
nese activity, but it recalled a high 
command statement two weeks 
ago that the Japanese were rein- 
forcing troops in a 2000-mile island 
perimeter “enveloping the upper 
half of Australia,” which the com- 
munique said indicated the enemy 
“is taking up a position in readi- 
ness.” 

It was about that time that 
Lieut. Gen. Geofge C. Kenney, 
Allied aerial commander, and Maj. 
Gen. Richard K. Sutherland, chief 
of staff for Gen. MacArthur, left 
Australia for Washington. The 
purpose of their visit has not been 
made known here. (Washington 
reports have suggested that the 
Generals would ask for more 
planes and equipment for the Aus- 
tralian theater.) : 

Attacks on Convoy. 

The Japanese, meanwhile, were 
paying a heavy price for their lat- 
est attempt to reinforce garrisons 
in Northeastern New Guinea. The 
two ships reported blasted off 
Wewak increased to four the num- 
ber struck by Allied airmen in a 
running attack on an eight-ship 
convoy which began Saturday in 
stormy weather. 

Of the vessels hit yesterday, one 
was described as a large destroyer 
and the other as a 7000-ton cargo 
ship. A direct hit was scored with 
a 500-pound bomb on the bow of 
the destroyer and the ship was 
strafed from low level, the com- 
munique said. All Allied planes 
returned to base. 

The communique also announced 
that an 8000-ton transport pre- 
viously reported bombed had later 
been seen to explode and when 
last sighted was blazing from stem 
to stern. The other ship pre- 
viously reported hit, identified as 
a tanker, was said to have dis- 
appeared. 

Despite these losses, it was be- 
lieved here that at least a part of 
the convoy—consisting originally 
of five merchant ships and three 
destroyers—had a good chance of 
reaching Wewak, which, an Allied 
spokesman said, apparently is its 
destination. 

Two Sea Movements. 


The convoy is possibly one of 
two eight-ship movements spotted 
three days ago northeast of Manus 
Island in the Admiralty group. 

It was obvious that Allied air- 
men were having a harder time 
knocking out this convoy than the 
22-ship armada which was com- 
pletely destroyed two weeks ago 
en route to Lae, 370 miles southeast 
of Wewak. 

The Japanese have had the 
weather in their favor this time 
and, by taking a northern route, 
their ships are nearly 500 miles 
from the nearest main bomber 
base of the Allies. This means 
that only the heaviest Allied bomb- 
ers can be employed, whereas all 
types of aircraft participated in 
the attack on the previous convoy. 

In addition to the attacks at 
sea, Allied planes yesterday 
bombed Dili, in Timor; Ubili, Gas- 
mata and Cape Gloucester, on 
New Britain, and Madang airport 
in New Guinea, headquarters said. 


JAP PLANES HIT ON 
GROUND AT KISKA 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 
-—American planes strafing the 
Japanese at Kiska in the Aleutians 
damaged several grounded enemy 
planes, the Navy announced today. 
In the South Pacific other flyers 
in an attack near Rendova Island 
destroyed a small Japanese vessel. 

A communique telling of these 
attacks, made on Saturday, added 
that heavy bombers carried out 
“minor attacks” on Japanese posi- 
tions in the Shortland Island area 
and at Munda and Vila in the cen- 
tral Solomons. It said all United 
States planes returned. 

No details were disclosed by the 
Navy in reporting the presence of 
Japanese planes at Kiska—the first 
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Gen. MacArthur reports a growing concentration of enemy 
transports and cargo ships in the Ambon and Dobo region off

SOMEWHERE IN NEW 


GUINEA, March 14 (Delayed). 
(AP).—If a heavy bomber lays its 
bombs on one ship in a single 
bombing run over a convoy, that 
is considered good bombing, butin 
the attack last night on eight Jap- 
anese ships 30 miles northwest of 
Wewak, Flying Fortresses did bet- 
ter than that. 

In one run over the target some 
of the bombers got hits on two 
ships. 

Never before in this sector, and 
probably never before in any other 
battle sector has such a thing been 
done. Ten days after the battle of 
the Bismarck Sea, it was a contin- 
uation of the same daring and ac- 
curate bombing that made that 
battle of planes against enemy 
ships unusual in the current his- 
tory of warfare. 

Among the pilots was First Lieut. 
Neill Kirby of, Burlington, Vt., who 
in last week's action went along 
just for the ride and shot down 
one Zero. 

Japs Change Tactics. 

Smarting under the disastrous 
results that came from sending a 
convoy past the Cape of Glouces- 
ter toward Lae, the Japanese 
aimed this one farther north, where 
Gen, MacArthur’s bombers have a 
harder time getting at them. Nev- 
ertheless, the convoy was caught 
just outside Wewak on the north 
shore of New Guinea, which the 
Japanese have been building up 
steadily as a base. 

The Flying Fortresses found the 
ships well after dark in a haze 
through which the moon barely 
penetrated—just enough to show 
the wake of a moving ship about 
a mile away, and only dimly. The 
Fortresses went in at a low level 
in another try. 

Kirby dropped some flares on 
one side, lighting up all in sight 
for the pilot who happened to be 
on the other side. 

One pilot reported that he saw 
two ships lined up in the light of 
the flares and made a 90-degree 
turn straight at them. 

“Sure Hits.” 

“The first was a 4000-ton tanker 
and she went up with some sure 
hits from our bombs,” the pilot 
said. “The next was an 8000-ton 
transport and she exploded on both 
sides and burst into flame.” 

Kirby in turn made his run with 
the aid of flares dropped by the 
other pilot; He first hit an 8000- 
ton cargo ship, “planting one bomb 
low and another about halfway up 
the ship,” he said. 

He thought that finished his 
night’s work in the bombing de- 
partment, but just as he was pull- 
ing up he saw another ship ahead 
and continued his run. 

“Too late,” he said, “we saw it 
was a large destroyer and so there 
was nothing to do but go ahead. 
He threw up a broadside of anti- 
aircraft fire and started twisting 
in a tight circle. The bombardier 
said, ‘Let’s try it again; here’s an- 
other “one,’ and we banked. 

“But when we let the bombs go 
we were slanting about 45 degrees 
in the bank—and the destroyer was 
slanting too in a sharp turn. We 
got a direct hit about 20 feet back 
from the bow, probably not enough 
to skin her.” 


TOO MANY FIGHTING PRESIDENT

Flynn had nothing to say about 
fourth-term talk, remarking only 
that “I think things are pretty 
all right now, and why worry about 
the future?” - 


JAPAN'S OFFENSIVE 
IN GHINA, COLLAPSES 


Enemy Retreating in Middle 
Yangtze Area, Chung- 
king Says. 


CHUNGKING, March 15 (AP).— 
The Chinese high command de- 
clared today that the Japanese of- 
fensive which began March 8 along 
a 100-mile stretch of the Yangtze 
River from the Japanese base at 
Yochow near the border of Hunan 
and Hupeh provinces had collapsed 
and that most of the 20,000 enemy 
troops were under harassing re- 
treat. 

One body of Japanese troops has 
been surrounded, a communique 
said, while another column ig be- 
ing encircled. Chinese forces on 
the northern bank of the Yangtze 
were reported to have launched an 
“extensive” counterattack. 

The Chinese said the collapse of 
the Japanese offensive, which had 
been designed to protect the ene- 
my’s communications along the 
Yangtze, had greatly lessened the 
danger of another Japanese drive 
on Changsha, which has withstood 
three previous attacks. 

Another source of anxiety to the 
Chinese—the possibility that the 
Japanese were preparing to make 
a drive on Kunming, capital of 
Yunnan province bordering Burma 
—has been dissipated by a Chinese 
success, 

The Chinese command an- 
nounced that Japanese troops west 
of the Salween River had been 
thrown back with 1500 Japanese 
casualties. 

(Berlin broadcasts yesterday 
quoted Japanese newspapers as re- 
porting there were 300 American 
and Chinese planes in China and 
warning against the possibility of 
air raids on Japan. The newspaper 
Asahi was quoted as saying 17 air 
bases had been established along a 
route between China and Russia 
and that ammunition and fuel are 
arriving in China by this route.)

FIERCE JAPANESE 


Lines — U. S. Airmen 
Blast Key Points, Two 
Big Bombers Lost. 


NEW DELHI, March 15 (AP).— 
In a burst of land and air activity 
on the Burma front during the 
week end, British troops stubborn- 
ly resisted fierce Japanese as- 
saults in the Rathedaung sector 
of the Mayu peninsula, and Ameri- 
can bombers teamed with the 
Royal Air Force to smash at vital 
enemy communications. 

The British announced they had 
repulsed all the Japanese attacks 
near Rathedaung and said they 
had inflicted heavy losses, but ac- 
knowledged a “readjustment” of 
their lines. 

High point of the aerial war- 
fare, meanwhile, was a heavy at- 
tack by American medium bomb- 
ers on the 2200-foot Goteik rail- 
way viadutt between Mandalay and 
Lashio, railhead of the Burma road. 
Direct hits were reported on the 
towering steel supports. 

Other American bombers raided 
the dock area at Moulmein and at- 
tacked the Pazundaung railroad 
bridge from a low altitude. Two 
heavy bombers were lost in this 
attack when a group of enemy 
fighters intercepted, but one of the 
Japanese planes was shot down 
and another was probably de- 
stroyed, the communique said. 

The two big American bombers 
missing in the attack are the first 
to be lost in this theater since the 
end of November. This record was 
maintained despite the fact that 
missions have been completed reg- 
ularly against Rangoon and other 
strongly fortified points from three 
to five times a week. The last 
heavy bomber lost previously failed 
to return from a raid on Rangoon 
the night of Nov. 29, 

The fighting in the Rathedaung 
sector of Western Burma was the 
first sharp action on that front in 
several weeks, during which the 
Japanese have steadily been build- 
ing up their forces, the British 
communique said. 

“Following substantial reinforce- 
ment of their troops in the area 
a few miles north of Rathedaung, 
the enemy launched a series of 
fierce attacks against our left 
flank, where our positions have 
been adjusted to meet the situa- 
tion,” the communique said. 

It added that the Japanese lost 
many troops and some equipment. 
Fighting is continuing and there 
have been sharp encounters be— 
tween patrols fyom both sides, it 
continued. 

R, A. F. bombers and fighters 
were active in support of the Brit- 
ish ground troops and damaged a 
number of enemy planes which at- 
tempted to intercept, the .com- 
munique said. 

It reported that R. A. F. Well- 
ington bombers attacked the rail- 
way yards at Mandalay last night, 
starting a number of fires. Satur- 
day morning Blenheims raided the 
Donbaik area and followed up with 
a night blow at Akyab. 

Loss of three planes in these 
operations was acknowledged. 


GERMANS DENY PETAIN IS ILL 


LONDON, March 15 (AP).—A 
DNB news agency dispatch broad- 
cast by the Berlin radio yesterday 
denied that Marshal Henri Phil- 
ippe Petain had suffered a stroke 
and reported he reviewed a chang- 
ing of the guard Sunday morning 
from the balcony of his Vichy 
residence, the Hotel du Pare. 

“He was in the best of health 
and his personal physician denied 
all rumors about his condition,” 
said the broadcast, ‘ 
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R, A. F. Army Co-operation Com- 
mand to aid a continental assault.

UN RECIPROCAL 


ATTAGKS IN BURMA, TRADE PACTS ACT 


Admit Read justment of|Administration Concerned 


Over Fate of Treaties 
With G. O. P. Power 


Growing in House. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 
—The presence in Washington of 
Anthony Eden and new successes 
of an anti-administration coalition 
on Capitol Hill centered attention. 
today on the forthcoming congres- 
sional debate over the extent of 
this nation’s participation in post- 
war international adjustments. 

The first round will begin when 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee takes up a bill, probably 
within two weeks, to renew the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act. 

While the current visit of the 
British Foreign Secretary had no 
direct connection with any legisla- 
tion before Congress, supporters of 
reciprocal trade extension set forth 
that the trade debate and Eden’s 
talks here would deal largely with 
the ‘same postwar problems of 
global reorganizations, . 

The recent dominance in the 
House of Representatives by Re- 
publicans aided by a segment of 
Democrats bore directly on the fate 
of the trade act, as Republican op- 
ponents of extending it already had 
begun calling on Congress to “re- 
capture” control over tariffs and 
thus restore congressional preroga- 
tives, 

Representatives Robertson 
(Dem.), Virginia, and Gearhart 
(Dem.), California, both Ways and 
Means members, took the lead in 
opposing views on the reciprocal 
trade issue, while there was obvi- 
ous concern among administration 
leaders on the chances of the act's 
extension. 

Robertson stated the proponents’ 
view as follows: 

“The principle has been tried and 
its worth proven. If, in the midst 
of this world crisis, we repudiate 
this principle of international co- 
operation, it will, I fear, be con- 
strued by all other nations of the 
world as an indication that when 
the war is over we plan to return 
to isolation, and maintain an armed 
camp pending the commencement 
of World War No. 3.” 

Voicing opposition, Gearhart said: 

“The powers delegated to the 
State Department in the trade 
agreements act are now utilized 
merely as a convenient excuse for 
slashing tariffs by subterfuge, as a 
sugar-coating for a very bitter eco- 
nomic pill with which our con- 
firmed internationalists are dosing 
an unsuspecting public, It is high 
time that the Congress takes back, 
recaptures, if you please, its con- 
stitutional prerogatives and reas- 
sumes its age-old legislative respon- 
sibilities.” 

The Trade Agreements Act ex- 
pires June 12. The agreements 
were begun in 1934, when Congress 
empowered Secretary of State Hull 
to negotiate reciprocal pacts with 
certain tariff adjustments not re- 
quiring subsequent congressional 
ratification. There now are 25 
agreements in operation, many of 
them with Latin American coun- 
tries. 

Republicans have voted almost 
solidly against the two prior exten- 
sions of the act. With their new 
strength on Capitol Hill, they could 
defeat another extension if, hold- 
ing their own lines, they corralled 
the aid of a sufficient number of 
anti-administration Democrats. Re- 
publicans now hold 209 seats in the 
House to 222 for the Democrats.

Gen. Bergeret Reported Out. 

Giraud in his speech yesterday 
pledged himself to govern North 
Africa according to the rules of the 
French republic,” promised repeal 
of Vichy legislation, and implied 
that office-holders of pro-Vichy 
leanings would be ousted. 

This latter step appeared to be 
on the way to realization when 
it was reported from Algiers to- 
night that Gen. Jean Marie Ber- 
geret, a member of Giraud’s war 
commitfee and his assistant com- 
mander-in-chief, had resigned and 
his resignation had been accepted.

Statement by De Gaulle. 

Gen. de Gaulle issued the follow- 
ing statement on Giraud’s speech: 

“We not with satisfaction that 
these declarations mark in many 
respects great progress toward the 
doctrine of Fighting France as de- 
fined and upheld since June, 1940, 
and again expressed in a memo- 
randum of the National Committee 
last Feb. 23. 

“Countless testimonies which have 
reached us from France prove that 
this doctrine igs passionately ap- 
proved by an immense majority in 
our oppressed nation. 

“The National Committee now 
hopes to see these declarations of 
Giraud speedily translated into ac- 
tion at Algiers, Casablanca and 
Dakar. In any case, I repeat today 
as we have often affirmed since 
last Dec. 25, that we are ready to 
study on the spot, between French- 
men, the conditions, ways and 
means of effective union of the 
empire so imperiously demanded 
by the interests of France at war.” 


FIVE MAJOR POINTS

HULL PRAISES GIRAUD 
DECLARATION AS MOVE 
TOWARD FRENCH UNITY 


WASHINGTON, March 15 


(AP). 
ECRETARY OF STATE 
HULL today warmly com- 
mended Gen. Henri Gi- 
-raud’s declarations in Algiers 
Sunday. 

“Gen. Giraud,” Hull said, “has 
now confirmed the hopes of this 
Government that his selection as 
the commander-in-chief of the 
French forces fighting in North 
Africa would make possible a 
greater unification of all groups 
behind his military leadership. 
This should insure the proper 
place for a victorious France in 
the restoration Of liberty every- 
where, 3 

“He has been able to remove 
discrimination in the treatment 
of those living under his juris- 
diction. 

“He has now made it possible 
for all elements whe desire the 
defeat of the Axis Powers and 
the liberation of French terri- 
tory to unite in their will to rid 
French soil of the weight of the 
Axis yoke. He has based his 
authority firmly on the princi- 
ple of the free expression of lib- 
erated Frenchmen and, foresee- 
ing all France once more mis- 
tress of her destiny, has swept 
aside laws and decrees which 
were contrary to her traditional 
republican institutions.” 


France that their sacred rights 
to choose a provisional Govern- 
ment themselves will be fully 
safeguarded.” 

2. Repeal of all Vichy legisla- 
tion, particularly the anti-Jewish 
decrees. 

3. Repeal of all racial discrim- 
ination including “the Cremieux 
decree which in 1870 stablished a 
distinction between the native 
Moslem and Jewish inhabitants.” 

4. Restoration of démocratic 
functions in North Africa, includ- 

ing election of municipal assem- 
blies and consuls general’as soon 
as possible. 

5. Elimination of all Axis in- 
fluences whether “measures or 
men” from North African life. 

First Decrees Expected Soon. 

The first formal decrees are ex- 
pected to be published within the 

next few days. 

Giraud did not mention De 
Gaulle by name in offering a union 
of French forces, but he implied 
that he and De Gaulle could work 
out a form of mutual trusteeship 
pending the day of victory when 
their freed peoples could choose 
their own leaders by ballot “accord- 
ing to the rules of the French Re- 
public.” 

“I wish with all my heart the 
union of us all,” said the hero of 
two world wars. “This union must 


be effective, generous. This union 
is indispensable. For my part, I 
am ready to co-operate with ail 
those who, accepting the funda- 
mental and traditional principles of 


which I have spoken, join in the 
solemn pledge which I am giving 
the French people who are taking 


This proposal was similar to De 

Gaulle’s offer in a speech Friday. 
Praise for France’s Allies. 

Giraud spoke from a stage draped 
with the French, United States, 
and British flags, and was flanked 
by Robert Murphy and Harold 
MacMillan, the American and Brit- 
ish Ministers, and Marcel Peyrou- 
ton, and Gen. Pierre Boisson, Gov 
ernors of Algeria and West Africa. 
Present also were the Grand Mufti 
of Algiers and prominent caids in 
flowing robes. 

He praised his American and 
British Allies, and while not di- 
rectly naming the Fighting French 
he paid tribute to the gallant stand 
which their troops made at Bir 
Hacheim in the desert: war pre 
ceding the Allies’ rout of Marshal 
Erwin Rommel in Egypt. 

Giraud termed himself a “servant 
of the French people; and not their 
leader,” said elections for the res- 
toration of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties would be held as soon as the 
Allies had ed France, and de 
clared he would then place himself 
at the disposal of a freely-chosen 
provisional government. ° 

Giraud asserted that “henceforth 
there will be but one French army, 
but one French navy, fighting Ger- 
many, whether they come from Al- 
geria, from Libya, or from else- 
where, and whether, during the re- 
cent events, they resisted the 
Americans, or, obeying my orders, 
co-operated with them.”

Our friends are doing all —25 — 
to help us. But the equipment of 
an army of 300,000 men is 
thrown together in a few days. 

Giraud said that “it is an aston- 
ishing spectacle to see France, at 
the very moment when our ene 
mies would like to tear her asun- 
der and conquer her utterly, rise up 
again everywhere, simultaneously 
on the very soil of her desecrated 
homeland and abroad.” 

Gettysburg Address Quoted. 

Paying tribute to the patriots and 
saboteurs resisting the German oo- 
cupation, to hostages, to deported 
Frenchmen and those who have 
died for liberty, he remarked: “As 
Lincoln said at Gettysburg: ‘The 
world will little note, nor long re- 
member what we say here, but ft 
can never forget what they did 
here.’” 

“Race laws imposed by the Nazis 
on France will no longer be im- 
posed,” Giraud promised of his own 
administration. “Without equality 
there is no French liberty. In that 
spirit we will administer the pos- 
sessions of France. We will pre 
serve intact her territories. France 
will finish the war as a victorious 
nation.”

Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Guy T. Helvering, because of the 
unprecedented number of iast- 
minute income tax payers and the 
overburdened mail facilities, an- 
nounced in Washington today that 
he has instructed local collectors 
to disregard the penalties on in- 
come tax returns recéived this 
week postmarked later than mid- 
night tonight. 


A total of 360,139 income tax re- 
turns had been filed here by last 
night, Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue Robert E. Hannegan said to- 
day. The total included 186,139 
taxable returns and 114,000 non- 
taxable returns filed by the close 
of business Saturday, he said. 
From Jan. 1 through last Satur- 
day, he said, a total of $31,000,000 
in cash tax receipts has been re- 
ceived here. In the same period a 
year ago the total was about 
$10,000,000. 

Commissioner Helvering’s  in- 
struction does not constitute a 
formal extension of the filing 
time. A Treasury Department 
spokesman -said collectors have 
been told to put all available 
personnel on the collection win- 
dows and to check up on mail 
returns throughout this week. 
Usually the mail returns are tabu- 
lated on March 16, with care taken 
to see that postmarks are not 
later than midnight of March 15. 

In effect, the Commissioner's in- 
structions recognized that because 
of the crowded mails, some of the 
postmarks would be later than 
midnight tonight. It was empha- 
sized that taxpayers should make 
every effort to put their returns 
in the mail today. 

The unusually heavy last-minute 
rush of taxpayers that began Sat- 
urday continued today. More than 
200 persons were waiting in line 
when the income tax office in the 
Buder Building, 715 Market street, 
opened at 8 a. m. By 9:30 o'clock 
some 300 persons had filed returns, 
and the crowd of persong waiting 
bad grown to nearly 400. 

Rush Continues, 

The crowd was smaller at the 
office in the Federal Building, but 
a staff of several hundred dep- 
uties was staggered by another 
great flood of returns filed by 
mail. Throughout yesterday a 
large office force worked, record- 
ing hundreds of returns that ar- 
rived with each mail delivery. 

The Buder Building office will 
remain open until 9 p. m. tonight 
to accept returns. The Federal 
Building office will close at 5 
Pp. m 

Many returns received by mail 
have been found to contain pay- 
ments in cash, contrary to regu- 
lations, officials said. One letter 
contained $67.50 in currency and 
s'‘iver. ‘ 

Tax officials said more requests 
for extension of time for making 
payments have been received this 
year from divorcees than any other 
group. This year for the first 
time, it was explained, alimony is 
classified as income, and a woman 
receiving money from a former 
husband is aliowed only the $500 
exemption granted an unmarried 
person. Allowances for support of 
children, made by court order, may 
be deducted, unless such allow- 
ances exceed $500 annually. Hus- 
band paying alimony may deduct 
alimony payments, but for the first 
time are allowed only the $500 ex- 
emption of a single person. 

Waives $23,000 Loss. 

One return received by mail yes- 
terday contained a note from the. 
taxpayer explaiming that he waived 
a legal property loss deduction of 
$23,200. The taxpayer was Dr. 
Gerhard E. Gruenfeld, 11 Aberdeen 
place, German-born surgeon on the 
staff of Jewish Hospital.

WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 
—A long House debate on a pro-

Experience With War Booms. 
Justice Douglas quoted the I. C. C. 
as saying late in 1939 that “we 
‘know from past experience that 
the upswing in business which war 
brings is temporary and likely to 
be followed by an aftermath in 
which conditions may be worse 
than before.” He then added: 

“The record during the last 
World War is illuminating. It shows 
that the Milwaukee’s net operating 
income rose to almost 31 million 
dollars in 1916, exceeded $21,500,000 
in 1917, dropped to about four mil- 
lion in 1918 and to about two mil- 
lion in 1919, and showed a deficit 
of over 14 million in 1920. 

“The commission conceived as 
its responsibility the devising of 
a plan which would serve ‘as a 
basis for the company’s financial 
structure for the indefinite future.’ 
We cannot assume that the figures 
of war earnings could serve as a 
reliable criterion for that ‘indefi- 
nite future,’” 

Factor of Public Interest. 

Justice Reed’s opinion said that 
“these reorganizations require 
something more than contests be- 
tween adversary interests to pro- 
duce plans which are fair and in 
the public interest.” 

“When the public interest, as 
distinguished from private, bulks 
large in the problem,” he contin- 
ued, “the solution is largely a func- 
tion of the legislative and admin- 
istrative agencies of Government 
with their facilities and experience 
in investigation all aspects of the 
problem and appraising the gen- 
eral interest.” 

Justice Reed noted that Con- 
gress had assigned definite func- 
tions to the courts and held that 
they had been performed in these 
cases, , 

“The power of the Court does 
not extend to participation in all 
responsibilities of the commission” 
Reed explained. “Valuation is 
function limited to the commis- 
sion, without the necessity of ap- 
proval by the Court,... 

“Another restriction on court ac- 
tion is that the determination as 
to whether the plan is ‘compatible 
with the public interest’ rests, as 
valuation does, with the commis- 
sion,” 

Authority Over Capitalization. 

Justice Reed also declared that 
“the problems of capitalization are 
of public interest” and that “so 
long as legal standards are fol- 
lowed, the judgment of the com- 
mission on such stabilization is fi- 
nal.” 

The only part of the Milwaukee 
reorganization plan on which the 
Supreme Court did not uphold the 
I. C. C. involved two points in the 
treatment of general mortgage 
bonds and 50-year bonds, which 
appeared to be relatively minor in 
comparison with the larger phases 
on which the I. C. C. was upheld.

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TRUMAN SAYS MORALE 
IS ABSENTEEISM CURE 


Senator Asserts Legislation 
Isn’t Answer to War 
Plants’ Problem. 


NEWARK, N. J., March 15 (AP). 
—United States Senator Truman 
(Dem.), Missouri, said last night 
that legislation offered no cure for 
absenteeism in war plants. 

In New Jersey for an inspection 
of the Brewster Aeronautical Co. 
plant in Newark, and of the East- 
ern Aircraft Division plant of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, in Linden, 
Truman commented: 

“Morale is the real answer.” 

He- said his investigations 


showed that in plants where man- 
agement took a personal interest 
in its employes, absenteeism was 
less than in plants where there was 
a less intimate .relationship. 

Week-end over-indulgence is not 
the primary cause of Monday ab- 
sences, he said. 

“Seven-day work weeks cause 
most of the trouble. Workers get 
tired and simply can’t stand up 
under the strain.” 

High pay is a contributing fac- 
tor, Truman said, because many 
workers are earning more wages 
than ever before and are inclined 
to relax their efforts from time to 
time. 

One plant where absenteeism 
had at times reached 25 per cent 
reduced absences 70 per cent by 
sending telegrams to the homes 
of workers the days they were 
absent. 

“In many instances this was 
news to the wives, who were un- 
aware their husbands had taken 
the day off.”

LONDON, March 15 (AP).—Roy- 
al Air Force fighters carried the 
burden of the Allied aerial offen- 
sive against Europe last night, the 
Air Ministry news service reported 
today, attacking railway communi- 
cations in occupied territory and 
in Germany. 

These assaults, apparently limit- 
ed in scope, followed a series of 
sweeps over the Continent yester- 
day afternoon by British Spitfires 
and Whirlwind bombers, during 
which airfields at Abbeville and 
Maupertus—near Paris—were at- 
tacked. 

Four R. A. F. fighters were lost 
on the daylight raids and two ene- 
my fighters were shot down, a 
communique said,

There were no Allied attacks on 
the Continent Saturday night, pos- 
gsibly because of bad weather, but 
mines were laid in enemy waters.

N our voyage to the fighting 

zone at ‘Guadalcanal our new 

combat groups stopped for 
training in jungle fighting on some 
island.

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Miners Will Not ‘Trespass’ 
April 1, He Says, Unless 
Agreement Is Reached. 


NEW YORK, March 15 (AP).— 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, told North- 
ern soft coal operators today it 
was a safe assumption that if a 
negotiated contract were not signed 


by March 381, “the miners will not 
trespass on your property on the 
first and second of April.” 

Lewis, addressing the Northern- 
ers at a joint conference arguing 
preliminary negotiations for a con- 
tract granting wage increases to 
450,000 coal miners, declared: 

‘If they don’t get it (the con- 
tract by March 31), the responsi- 
bility will not be the Mine Work- 
ers, and if the contract runs out 
because you will not negotiate with 
them, the responsibility upon you 
will rely.” 

In a scorching denunciation of 
William H. Davis, chairman of the 
War Labor Board, Lewis declared: 
“He didn’ tsave you in 1941 and 
he won't save you in 1943,” 

“The Mine Workers of this 
country are hungry,” he added. 
“That does not mean they are 
dropping in the streets. It means 
they are underfed. It means their 
equipment has deteriorated. The 
mortality rate will go up—and 
hunger means just that thing. 

“They want relief. They're ask- 
ing for it from the men who are 
trustees of the industry.” ..,

A case can 
be made out, they admit, in behalf 
of the threats that the country’s 
prodigious output of military goods 
has been achieved by private man- 
ufacturers in concert with - the 
armed forces, in spite of rather 
than with the aid of, civilian high 
commands which have succeeded 
one another under the titles of 
National Advisory Defense Coun- 
cil, Office of Production Manage- 
ment, Supply Priorities and Alloca- 
tions Board and War Production 
Board. The general practice has 
been to ignore these agencies as 


far as possible. 

he ——— influential mem- 
bers of the Truman committee re- 

gard it as imperative that control 

remain in civilian hands in a de- 

mocracy. 

Nelson Censured. 

While the Truman committee re- 
frains from suggesting the removal 
of Donald M. Nelson as chairman 
of WPB, it censures him for neg- 
lecting to exercise the powers 
vested in him by President Roose- 
velt on Jan. 16, 1942, Up to now, 
it is stated, WPB has suffered 
from three basic weaknesses—in- 
adequate over-all planning, con- 
flicting jurisdiction and reluctance 
to embrace unpopular policies. The 
Truman committee believes that 
the program requires “a smtrong 
central authority,” and urges that 
all of the powers delegated to 
Nelson should be used. 

According to sources which 
should be well informed, Wilson is 
now engaged in a general house- 
cleaning at WPB, which he re- 
gards as a necessary prelude to 
an ultimate showdown with the 
armed services. 

Between the lines of the commit- 
tee’s report are to be read a num- 
ber of conclusions, as follows: 

Nelson’s administration of 
WPB has been a detriment to 
the war effort. 

His order of Feb, 16, giving 
Wilson authority over “all phases 
of WPB programs and activi- 
ties,” amounted to an act of 
abdication. 

The new WPB set-up is framed 
as if on order to permit Nelson 
to resign, or else undergo the 
typical Roosevelt chastisement 
of “punitive promotion.” 

For the time being, Nelson 
will continue to make WPB 
speeches and appear before Con- 
gressional committees. Wilson 
will have the power and do the 
work. 

It is necessary to support Wil- 
son to the limit, in a last-ditch 
struggle to prove despite pre- 
vious failures that civilian con- 
trol of industry can measure up 
to the job of winning the war. 
Chaos Bearing Fruit. 

As a background for their re- 
marks on WPB, the committee 
members had at their fingertips 
the record of procrastination and 
chaos since the emergency began 
which are today bearing fruit in 
delay in Northwest Africa and the 
absence of a second front in Eu- 
rope. They remember that the arm- 
ament program began in an atmos- 
phere of politics instead of war, 
that a sense of urgency was lack- 
ing until Pearl Harbor and that 
the opening stages were enveloped 
in a rosy belief that the United 
States could escape war at the price 
of a modicum of supplies for Eng- 
land. 

It was understood from the start 
that the head of production would 
have to be an industrialist or busi- 
ness man of repute, but political 
reasons ordained ‘that he should 
also be what was known as “tract- 
able.” Edward R. Stettinius Jr. of 
NADC was regarded as tractable. 
So was William S. Knudsen, who 
became director general of OPM. 
The chief of SPAB was Vice-Presi- 
dent Wallace himself. Nelson was 
found to be eminently tractable. A 
former employer relates that “Don- 
ald worked for me 25 years, and in 
all that time never disagreed with 
me once.” 

Matters reached such a pass last 
summer that the guillotine was set 
up for Nelson's decapitation. Then 
it dawned on counselors of the ad- 
ministration that his “execution” 
would create a scandal, in view of 
the towering build-up he had en- 
joyed. It was decided instead to 
bolster him with two strong men, 
one on either side. Against their 
vehement protest, Wilson and Fer-

'dinand Eberstadt were drafted for 
the job. The former was president 
of General Electric, and the latter 
was chairman of the Army and 
Navy Munitions Board. 


It Just Didn’t Work. 

On paper, the scheme was plaus- 
ible. Eberstadt’s career and experi- 
ence fitted him for broad, over-all 
views. Wilson was an expert on 
manufacture. The one could take 
over the grand strategy of produc- 
tion, and the other its tactics. 

In theory, the two men were ideal 
complements. In practice, they 
developed a mutual hostility which, 
in the words of an informant close 
to both, was “nothing less than 
psychopathic.” According to evi- 
dence in the hands of the Truman 
committee, three factors wrecked 
the compromise in a matter of 
weeks. Two strong men found 
themselves under a weak one. With- 
out control, and with jurisdictions 
undefined, they began .warring be- 
tween themselves. 

The battle was inflamed by 
hangers-on of the contestants, If 
WPB has come to be nicknamed 


partly because it has more than 
21,000 employes, many of whom en- 
joy intrigue and rumor-mongering. 

Finally, it was discovered that 
Wilson’s temper was far from tract- 
able. A Baptist, a Republican, a 
Sunday school] teacher and prize 
fight fan, he had fought his way 
up from office boy to the top of 
a corporation which last year pro- 
duced more than a billion dollars’ 
worth of military equipment. 

A case in point is a story related 
about Bernard M. Baruch. When 
this emergency started, Baruch, 
who had been chairman of the War 
Industries Board under President 
Wilson, set himself up in Wash- 
ington as a one-man super;govern- 
ment in the industrial field. Invi- 
tations to consult with him pos- 
sessed the semblance of royal com- 
mands. 

Soon after Wilson arrived in 
Washington, the anecdote runs, he 
was summoned into the —— 
He was told that Baruch desired 
to talk with him twice a week. 
“Does that mean I’m to report to 
you two times a week?” asked 
Wilson. Baruch demurred that he 
wouldn’t put it that way, but in- 
sisted that he would enjoy a chat 
now and then. 

“I have two bosses already,” Wii- 
son is said to have answered, 
“President Roosevelt and Donald 
Nelson. I don’t feel Jike taking on 
a third.” 


Wilson the Winner. 

It was represented to Wilson 
that through Eberstadt’s appoint- 
ment the armed forces had moved 
up in force on WPB; that the 
organization suffered from big 
business influence; and that prep- 
arations were being made to block 
WPB's Smaller War Plants Or- 
ganization, under Col. Robert E. 
Johnson, as three previous set-ups 
in behalf of little manufacturers 
had been stymied. 

The General Electric executive 
brought to Washington a chin 
rivaling in expanse that of the 
White House itself. In view of 
his position in the industrial world, 
he was found to be singularly de- 
void of “big business psychology.” 
When, the smoke of combat 
cleared away, Eberstadt had re- 
signed by request, Wilson was 
chief of WPB in all but name, and 
the show had fallen into the 
hands of four men. 

They were Wilson himself; his 
first lieutenant, Julius A. Krug, 
former power director of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority; Donald 
D. Davis, former president of 
General Mills, who became vice- 
chairman in charge of operations; 
and Ralph J. Cordiner, former 
president of Shick, Inc., who is 
serving as special assistant to Wil- 
son. William L. Batt, Nelson's 
right-hand man, retained the title 
of vice-chairman, but is pictured 
as lying low for the present to see 
whether the Wilson experiment 
wins through or flops. 


Eberstadt’s Monument. 

Eberstadt left a monument, 
however, in the Controlled Ma- 
terials Plan. Strange to say, after 
two and a half years of emer- 
gency, this was the first over-all 
blueprint for the allocation of ma- 
terials. Previously, industry had 
been urged to produce to Ca-

HITLER AND 
PRUSSIANISM

ITLER’S reported nervous col- 
H lapse, whether it proves to be 

true or not, is a pointed re- 
minder of one of the greatest of 
the Allied problems which now are 
occupying so much attention in 
Washington and London—the ex- 
termination of the cause of Ger- 
man militaristic aggression, 

British Foreign Secretary Antho- 
ny Eden, in Washington to discuss 
co-operation among the United Na- 
tions, referred to this task of up- 
rooting at a press conference dur- 
ing the week end. Said he: 

“We must make sure that Ger- 
many and Japan—lItaly’s problem 
is not of the same size—are never 
able to start this business again. 
That is the fundamental job of our 
statesmanship.” 


Of course, Japan must be ster- 
ilized as well asthe Reich, but the 
situation in both countries is 
basically similar. 

One’s first reaction to the Hitler 
report is the gratifying hope that 
it’s true and ‘that he never recov- 
ers. The effect on the morale of 
his country undoubtedly would be 
devastating. Germany’s whole war 
effort is built about his amazing 
leadership which, diabolical though 
it is, still represents one of the 
most powerful in history, 


Soul of Nazism. 


Having studied Hitier at close 
range in Germany, I believe that 
he and Nazism are one and the 
same thing. He is the soul of this 
barbaric ism, and when he goes 
the dictatorship won’t long sur- 
vive, 

We mustn’t forget that the fanat- 
ical young Nazis regard the Fuhrer 
not only as their political chief but 
actually as a Messiah. This pseu- 
do-spiritual leadership gives him a 
hold which neither Crown Prince 
Goering nor any other Nazi pos- 
sesses, 


However, while the collapse of 
Hitler might vastly hasten the end 
of the war, we shall make a ter- 
rible mistake if we think we shall 
have eliminated German militar- 
ism when we have hanged him 
and his captains, or otherwise dis- 
posed of them. The thing goes 
deeper than Nazism, as becomes 
clear when we stop to think that 
Hitler never had been heard of 
when the Fatherland started the 
last World War. 


German militarism was whelped 
in Prussia—and I mean Prussia. 
It has been the arrogant, swag- 
gering, bullying cause of trouble 
ever since that kingdom, under 
Frederick the Great, emerged in 
1763 from the Seven Years War 
with Austria as a first class mili- 
tary power. Prussian militarists 
now, as for generations past, dom- 
inate the’ German military ma- 
chine. 


Prussians’ Game. 


It happens that the Prussiarm 
chiefs are in process of being 
hoist by their own petards. 
Always looking for a chance to 
conquer the world, they decided 
to profit by Hitler’s amazing hold 
on the people of Germany, and 
his life-long hope to see Europe 
ruled by the Prussians, whom he 
considers the master race. 

So the militarists gave the ab- 
normal-minded Fuehrer their sup- 
port, and once having grasped the 
live wire they find it difficult to 
let go. They are bound to stand by 
his waning fortunes until the last 
hope is dead—and then we are like- 
ly to see them take to cover. 

But winning the war, and elimi- 
nating Hitler and Hitlerism, won’t 
kil] militarism in Germany or, more 
accurately, in Prussia. Prussianism 
isn’t dependent on an individual, as

The 
mind of these countries is evolu- 
tionary, not revolutionary, and this 
is true from the workers to the 
top economic and social levels. 
This evolutionary tendency is im- 
plicit in political democracy, the 
great civilizing and stabilizing as- 
set of which is that it provides the 
means by which necessary changes 
and adjustments can be made 
without violence. 
In this sense, both the British 
Beveridge report and the two rec- 
ommendations of the National Re- 
sources Planning Board are con- 
servative documents. They aim to 
prevent the breakdown of the eco- 
nomic structure by transforming 
and developing it into an instru- 
ment that more efficiently ful- 
fills the needs and demands of the 
wide masses of the people. The 
object of both plans is to give the 
workers a status and a chance to 
rise into an expanding middle 
class. 
This is an elementary necessity 
of a stable democracy, which can- 
not continue, in the long run, to 
exist on the basis of an ever- 
growing proletariat.

Rationalizing the Economy. 
HE revolution grows out of 
an extension of the draft of 
labor and materials for essen- 
tial war work and the military. 
Its avowed purpose is a rational- 
ization of the entire economy. The 
means to achieve this is the clos- 
ing down and expropriation of 
the hundreds of thousands of 
small shops, artisan industries, 
and professions. Every single firm 
or individual not directly engaged 
in maintaining either the war in- 
dustries or minimum, nakedly es- 
sential civilian services, is being 
shut down by party bosses. 

On Feb. 5, the Voelkische Beo- 
bachter published three decrees of 
the Reich Ministry of Economy, 
shutting down “non-essential” 


firms. Exempted were the food 
and coal, seed, fertilizers, forage 
and agricultural implements trades. 
But firms dealing with anything 
that can possibly be regarded as 
luxuries, including china, furniture, 
books, tobacco, toys, are simply 
liquidated, at a blow. The same 
is true for small craft shops—ex- 
cluding bakers, butchers, millers 
—and all night clubs, bars, taverns, 
and restaurants that may be judged 
not absolutely essential. 

These are not temporarily closed.

The Archbishop described the 
American armed forces, to whom 
his address was directed, as “mod- 
ern crusaders,” and said they 
would be “the sacred instruments 
of the triumph of our cause.” 

“Our war aims and our peace 
aims are no secret,” he asserted. 
“They have been stated again and 
again with the utmost clarity. As 
President Roosevelt has said, we 
mean no harm to the common 
people of the Axis nations.” 

The Archbishop, who came to 
North Africa after several confer- 
ences with Pope Pius in Vatican 
City, said the objectives of the 
United Nations were “in accord 
with the Christian life and elocu- 
tions of His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII.” 

“We Americans,” he said, “ar- 
dently desire to retain our free- 
dom, our own form of government, 
our right to live, to worship, to 
work, to assemble, to trade, to 
express ourselves, to defend our- 
selves, to live at peace with God 
and with our neighbors.” 

The United States, he added, is 
united now as never before. 

He said the stand taken today 
is “but a reaffirmation of Amer-

STATESMANSHIP IN THE SENATE. 

One of the most encouraging items in the mixed 
record of the present Congress is the announcement 
that a committee of Senators has reached a broad 
agreement with the President on the reorganization 
and “policing” of the post-war world. This is doubly 
reassuring because the group of ‘six is made up of 
men whose counsel carries weight in both parties, 
and because the Senators actually took the initiative 
in asking for the exchange of views which led to the 
understanding. 

To realize how meaningful this meeting was, it 
is only necessary to recall that America’s contribu- 
tion to the making of an unsatisfactory peace after 
the last war was largely a senatorial matter. It was 
in the Senate that Henry Cabot Lodge and the rest 
of the “willful men” spread their obstructionism and 
made their fight on Woodrow Wilson, So far as 
treaty-making is concerned, the sole congressional 
power lies in the upper chamber, and it certainly 
would be a major tragedy if, once more, we were 
to witness a fundamental clash between any- con- 


‘siderable number of its members and the administra- 


tion, 

Of course, we know only in a general way what 
was discussed by Mr. Roosevelt and the six Senators. 
However, the fact that the Senators are sponsoring 
a resolution which calls for American initiative in 
organizing the United Nations not only for the 
better prosecution of the war, but also for the set- 
tlement of immediate post-war problems, for the set- 
ting up of machinery to settle future international 
disputes, and for the maintaining of a suitable in- 
ternational police force does show that they had 
given real thought to their mission, that they did 
not talk mere platitudes. 

The fact that they reached only a “general” un- 
derstanding at the White House is a further indi- 
cation that they broached some fairly specifie ideas. 
Still further evidence of this is the warning of Sen- 
ator Connally of Texas that they should not commit 
themselves to anything but the most general, the 
most vague, of policies. 

Now, there is no cause for alarm in the fact that 
these men did not come to an immediate agreement 
with the President on every detail. There can and 
must be much thoughtful debate on the various ways 
in which they might implement their policy. The 
alarming thing is that Chairman Connally of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, for all pfactical pur- 
poses, wants no understanding that is worth the 
name. In that direction lies a repetition of all the 
mistakes that were made last time—and more. 

It is essential that there be a purposeful co-opera- 
tion between the legislative and the executive, the 
kind of understanding which will be the foundation 
for sincerely working out the details of a good peace 
—a peace such’ as that in the minds of Virginius 
Dabney and the other contributors to the Post- 
Dispatch series on war aims. That, by all the signs, 


was the object of Senators Hill, Ball, Hatch, Burton | 


and Wagner, And it ig the hallmark of their states- 
manship. Theirs was no mission of petty partisan- 
ship, but a sincere effort on behalf of the nation and 
the world of which it is a part. 
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CHAIRMAN WALKER’S PRIVATE PURGE? 

Postmaster General Frank C. Walker, who is also 
chairman of the Democratic National Committee, 
said yesterday at Spokane, Wash.,, that the fourth- 
term talk is coming from the Republicans, “not the 
Democrats.” 

Does this mean that Mr. Walker no longer re- 
gards Congressman Sabath of Illinois, dean of the 
House, as a Democrat? Has Mr. Walker ruled Sena- 
tors Guffey of Pennsylvania and Murray of Montana 
out of the family. circle? We name only one more 
New Dealer who has spoken out in public in the 
last two weeks in behalf of a fourth term—Gov. 
Neely of West Virginia. Does the National Chair- 
man no longer count him on the Democratic side? 

Either Mr. Walker has been too busy on his trav- 
els to read the newspapers lately or he has conducted 
the most surprising purge in American political his- 
tory. At the moment, we are inclined to think he 
should be given a chance to bring himself up to date.

THE PARTIES MAKE THEIR RECOMMENDATIONS. 

If the Missouri State committees of the two polit- 
ical parties could have done better in their indorse- 
ments for delegates-at-large to the forthcoming State 
Constitutional Convention, they also could have ap- 
proved a list without the substantial recommenda- 
tions of the group of 15 upon whom they did agree, 

Last Thursday, in a discussion of the opportunity 
for public service then confronting the State’s po- 
litical leaders, we cited three candidates as examples 
of the type which should not be indorsed. They 
were: Floyd P. Lee of St. Joseph, former Klan 
kleagle and now a promoter of schemes among the 
old-age pensioners; former State Senator A. L. Mc- 
Cawley, promoter of patronage public printing via 
the initiative petition device, and Redick O’Bryan, 
St. Louis lawyer, who bitterly opposes the non-par- 
tisan court amendment, now twice approved by the 
people of Missouri. Not one of these unqualified 
candidates was indorsed. 

On the other hand, we cited four persons whose 
interests in State government were so clearly dem- 
onstrated that they inevitably suggested the kind 
of candidates among the 36 who should be favored. 
Of these, former Senator Allen McReynolds, Prof. 
W. L. Bradshaw, University of Missouri political 
scientist, and Stratford Lee Morton, director of the 
citizens’ campaign for the convention proposal, were 
recommended. 

Republican indorsement of R. W. Brown of Car- 
rollton, president of the Missouri Farm Federation, 


coupled with Democratic recommendation of R. T. 
Wood of Springfield, president of the Missouri Fed- 
eration of Labor, makes the group more representa- 
tive and broadens its outlook. 

Since all 36 names will appear on the April 
6 ballot, voters will be privileged to improve, as 
they are able, on the 15 recommended by the par- 
ties. We hope to see the list reviewed by the people 
of Missouri with most careful discrimination. The

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GIRAUD’S STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES. 

Gen. Giraud’s address of yesterday went a long 
way toward bringing about that union of all anti- 
Nazi Frenchmen which ig essential for full victory 
in the war and peaceful reconstruction thereafter. 

Apparently, according to word from London, the 
speech did not go far enough to satisfy completely 
the hopes of Gen. Charles de Gaulle and his party, 


but even the Fighting French agree that the two 


groups have been brought closer together, 

The French have a thorough devotion to princi- 
ples of law and legitimacy. Many of those who at 
first opposed the American landings in North Africa 


‘did so because they considered themselves bound by 


their oaths to Marshal Petain, head of the Vichy Gov- 
ernment, and therefore to his policies. 

Now Giraud, as commander-in-chief in North Afrt- 

ca, declares that only the will of the French people 
can form the basis of law; hence, all orders and 
laws issued by Vichy during its entire career are 
“devoid of legal value and can only be considered 
as void.” By inference, this meang that Giraud 
takes the code and laws of the Third Republic as 
his guiding principle. By this reasoning, no French- 
man need consider himself to owe allegiance to 
Vichy any longer. 
Giraud goes further by promising to safeguard 
the right of the French people after the war to make 
their own choice of their government. “I am the 
servant of the French people,” he says; “I am not 
their leader.” 

His definition of policy is a great advance toward 
the French unity for which Giraud pleads. Its 
achievement depends not only on eliminating the 
laws of Vichy from French groups in exile, but also 
the men of Vichy. Giraud is not specific about this, 
but his repudiation of Vichy’s laws makes a clean 
sweep of its adherents a logical sequence. Yet, as 
he points out, it is impossible to abolish former 
conditions by a stroke of the pen “without having 
organized an adaptation to new conditions.” It may 
be of necessity a protracted process, but Giraud’'s 
forthright declaration indicates that his course is 
one with which all loyal Frenchmen can Go-Cp erate, 
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SENATOR TAFT SMELLS AN ELMER DAVIS PLOT. 

Senator Taft of Ohio sees something sinister in 
the fact that Elmer Davis has feturned to the radio. 
He objects indignantly to the alleged fact that the 
OWI director has “commandeered” all the radio sta- 
tions in the country for his “propaganda broadcasts.” 
The Senator confesses there wasn’t any propaganda 
in the first Davis broadcast, but he fears the worst. 
And anyway, regular radio newscasters can do the 
job just as well, he says, so it must be a subversive 
plot when Mr, Davis “usurps” their functions. 

If Mr. Taft has been reading the papers at all, 
he knows that there was a widespread public de- 
mand for Mr. Davis to return to the air. Radio 
listeners liked his commonsense approach to the 
news and his frank style of delivery. Mr. Taft, who 
heard last Thursday’s broadcast, also knows/that it 
was an illuminating roundup of the week’s news, 
and nothing more, It’s pretty hard for administra- 
tion critics to make anything diabolical out of such 
a broadcast, but Senator Taft has made a handsome 
try. He is entitled to a reward, too: a prolonged 
horse laugh from the public. 
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THE LUFTWAFFE TURNS CURATOR. 
This touching footnote to Nazi “evacuation” of 
Vyazma, key point in the Russian central front, 
was distributed by the DNB news agency: 


After the Germans removed their materials. 
and destroyed the Vyazma airdrome and motor 
highway, Luftwaffe planes let loose hundreds of 
incendiary and explosive bombs on the city. An 
exception was made for the center of the city, 
precious from the historic viewpoint but without 
any military value. The cathedral ... as well 
as two hospitals filled with civilians and wound- 
ed Bolshevists were spared. 


Has the German high command, protesting that 
Allied block-busters are aimed at “centers of cul- 
ture,” as total war comeg home to roost with its 
originators at Essen, Nuremberg, Munich and Ber- 
lin, become faint-hearted under the rising aerial of- 
fensive in the West? “Precious historic landmarks” 
were irresistible to Luftwaffe bombardiers in the 
days of Warsaw, Rotterdam, Coventry and Lenin- 
grad. 

An answer, we think, is provided by Squadron 
Leader M. G. Harris of the Royal Air Force. Re- 
viewing a war book in which an American air gen- 
eral calls British Air Marshal Sir Arthur Harris— 
dynamo behind the Allied bombing campaign—“the 
outstanding exponent of the real use of air power 
in the world today,” Squadron Leader Harris re- 
marks: 

This Air Marshal, my brother, is certainly 
carrying out his theories, which he recently ex- 
pressed so tersely to a reporter: “If you want 


the Germans to smell anything, you’ve got to 
rub their noses in it.” 


Obviously, Hitler is —— a snootful.

Osteopaths and the Basic Science Bill

Pending measure opening Missouri's public hospitals to group is a 
dangerous one, editorial says; best way to settle dispute is passage 
of proposal requiring all practitioners to pass examinations in 
fundamentals; this protects patients of both types of physician.

HE bill introduced in the Missouri Leg- | 
T islature to give osteopaths the legal 

standing of physicians and surgeons and 
provide that they must be admitted to prac- 
tice in any tax-supported hospital, such as 
General Hospital in Kansas City (or City 
Hospital in St. Louis) carries serious im- 
plications that do not appear on the sur- 
face. It happens that the bill has the initial 
advantage of having been introduced by the 
personally popular Dr. ©, E. Still, a man 
of good standing and a leader of the 
osteopaths of the State. 

Offhand, this bill might strike the aver- 
age person as of little consequence. But it 
would be a load of dynamite under the 
practice of medicine in this State. 

By forcing the admission of osteopaths to 
practice in General Hospital, the Legisla- 
ture would give them a privilege that no 
physician or surgeon can claim auto- 
matically today. The hospital has been 
built up to its present high standing by 
careful selection of its staff of 166 doctors, 
who give their time free. To apply his 
healing art at General, a doctor must have 
more than a degree, He must have proved 
himself by his work. Pass this bill and the 
weakest osteopath in the city would have 
a standing that all doctors have been 
required to earn by thir own efforts. 


A Staff Exodus Predicted. 


It is only by its high standards and 
selection of doctors that General Hospital 
has been able to build up its service to the 
public and its reputation throughout the 
country. Thragw the doors wide open to any 
group (even to all doctors) and the reputa- 
tion can be expected to go out the same 
doors. 

Worst threat of all is the danger that 
General Hospital would lose its Class A 
standing. This would simply mean ruin. 
Without that standing, it could not get 
interns or nurses. It is unlikely that the 
166 high-standing doctors woffld continue to 
offer their services. 


This same danger applies to every tax- 
supported hospital in the State. Right or 
wrong, the classification of hospitals is in 
the hands of four powerful associations and 
boards in the national medical profession. 
The disapproval of any one of them would 
be the death warrant for a hospital, 


Of course, the whdle assumption in such 
a proposal is false. You can’t make phy- 
sicians and surgeons by passing a law. Out 
of the centuries, the medical profession has 
gradually created the high standards of 
training that protect the public as far as 
possible from incompetent men. Today a 
man is a physician or surgeon because he 
has met those standards ag far as examina- 
tions can prove them, 


Some osteopaths have also met the medi- 
cal requirements, but the fact stands that 
@ man can become an osteopath with only 
a fraction of the training required of any 
physician or surgeon. And his training is 
in a different profession. To ask that he 
be made a physician by law is simply ask- 
ing for the law to say what isn’t so. 


Bill Seen as Way Out. 


The best hope to eliminate all the con- 
fusion is in the basic science bill introduced 
in the House by Roy Hamlin of Hannibal. 
It would require that anyone practicing a 
healing art (except Christian Scientists) be 
able to pass examinatigns in anatomy, path- 
ology and other basic sciences. With such 
a law, osteopaths would be required to have 
a large part, but not all, the training 
required of physicians. 


Such a law would assure the public that 
anyone practicing a healing art should have 
a real basis for diagnosis and treatment of 
a disease. For those who believe in osteo- 
pathic treatment, it would be assurance 
that the osteopaths of their choice were 
well grounded in their profession. And it 
could eliminate most of the argument about 
who should practice. Ifthe osteopaths are 
really physicians, ag the Still proposal im- 
plies, they should have no objection what- 
ever to the basic science bill. 


The members of the Legislature were 
elected to represent the public. The protec- 
tion of the public calls for the highest pos- 
sible standards for all persons holding 
themselves out as doctors. Personal friend- 
ship, even in the Legislature, is a private 
matter between individuais. It has no 
bearing on the merits or demerits of a bill 
before the House. 

If the House members feel justified in 
passing a law to call osteopaths physicians, 
then they should go all the way with their 
convictions and pass the basic science Dill.

That is to say, every civil service posi- 
tion of an attractive character would be 
thrown into the pool of patronage. Every 
technician in the service of the Govern- 
ment would be at the mercy of politicians. 
If “senatorial courtesy” prevailed, it would 
be possible for one member of the upper 
house to demand the rejection of any nom- 
ination of a technical expert from his state,

no matter how nearly indispensable the 
service of that employe might be. 

While the aim of the bill is, of course, 
to keep bureaucrats from becoming inde- 
pendent of Congress in appointments, the 
worst conditions that exist in the most ar- 
rogant bureau today are better than those 
that would be created by this abandonment 
of standards. 

The National Civil Service Reform League 
is absolutely correct when it says the McKel- 
lar bill “strikes at the very heart of the 
merit principle of selection for public of- 
fice.”

Russian Tanks Go Into Action: 
A Superb Eye- Witness Account 


“White Mammoths,”” by Alexander Poliakey. (z. P. 
Dutton & Co., New York.) 


HE author understands that no mind 

can comprehend quantities larger than 
a few, so he does not try to tell us about 
all the evacuated Russian war plants now 
operating in the Urals, of the thousands of 
tanks they build, of the legions of tank 
crews and of vast battle fronts.

The native Iowan said _ that 
Americans, regardless of past 
views or political groups, are unit- 
ed in a single purpose to win the 
war and build “a re-world where 
we can hope to live in peace.” 

Declaring that military victory 
alone will not give peace, Hoover 
said that “if we are to do a better 
job of peacemaking this time it 
will be because of a better public 
understanding of the problems and 
a better preparedness to meet 
them.” 

Then he added, “and we must 
begin to think of these problems 
on a far larger frame than ever 
before.” 

Pointing out the failure to reach 
lasting peace throughout the cen- 
turies, he suggested that “we need 
a new approach,” and then offered 
his conception of the new ap- 
proaches: 

“I believe the new approach lies 
in a reach into the dynamic forces 
which have built these _ crises. 
These destructive forces can be 
group into six categories. . 

“These are ideologies, economic 
pressures, excessive nationalism, 
militarism, imperialism and_ the 
complexes of fear, hate and re 
venge. The destruction of peace 
from these sources must be 
stopped or allayed in the first part 
of treaty making. That is by the 
settlement of political, territorial, 
economic and ideological ques- 
tions.” : 

Hoover said that if “these dyna- 
mic forces are successfully met it 
means peace. If there is failure to 
meet them it means renewed war.” 

“No superstructure of leagues, 
councils, federations or whatnot 
can endure unless these founda- 
tions are first built,” he said. 

Declaring the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles stimulated excessive milli- 
tarism, he said the one answer to 
militarism is disarmament. 

Listing the attempt to punish 
the people instead of their leaders 
as another failure, Hoover said 
“There is the personal responsi- 
bility in heads of states and their 
associates for violations of treaties 
and agreements entered into with 
free will. Too long it has been 
assumed that there is something 
sacred about the heads of states 
who project or provoke war.” 

“Victory with vengeance is ulti- 
mate defeat in the modern world, 
We can have peace or we can 
have revenge, but we cannot have 
both,” Hoover said, 

“Another great lesson. from Ver- 
sailles is that during a long period 
while the world is emerging from 
war to stable peace, the forces of 
disintegration or renewed aggres- 
sion must be kept down by mili- 
tary force. And the United Na- 
tions will need stand on guard— 
and not, as after Versailles, dis- 
integrate among themselves.”

It 
is true that the Army and Navy 
have empowered by law to execute 
contracts and spend money, while 
WPB can do neither. But it has 
authority to examine, revise and 
re-schedule contracts before they 
are signed; direct any plant as to 
what it can manufacture and when 
the product must be turned out;

Lyon 
lies in the Rhone River valley 
southwest of the partisans’ ren- 
dezvous, the Haute Savoie region. 

The Tribune said French police 
commanded by Nazi officers al- 
ready hed been conducting night 
raids in the Lyon area, blocking 
off areas and checking houses 
floor by floor. Any male declared 
physically able was reported dis- 
patches without further ado to 
Germany. The same tactics were 
said to have been employed in the 
factories of Villeurbanne and 
other towns of the region. 

(The Algiers radio broadcast a 
report that French guerrillas had 
shot down three German planes 
in the Haute Savoie region.) 

The Genéva newspaper La 
Suisse said Axis occupation au- 
thorities had threatened to send 
German and Italian troops into 
the Haute Savoie Mountains 
unless the Frenchmen in conceal- 
ment there, already sought by 
Vichy’s mobile guards, surren- 
dered. 

Italian troops already have cut 
wire communications from the St. 
Gingolph area along the eastern 
end of the lake, the dispatch said, 
and the guerrillas now are said to 
be isolated from the rest of 
France. 

The Italian Army has set up a 
headquarters in the St. Gingolph 
region and mobile guards in trucks, 
automobiles and motorcycles range 
through the district with machine 
guns. More than 1000 French mo- 
bile guards, too, have been hunting 
the youths. — 


LARGE-SCALE AIR ATTACKS 
ON JAPS AT KISKA BEGUN 


27 Tons of Bombs Dropped by U. S. Flyers 
in March 10 Raid—Enemy Has Built 
Submarine Base, Runway. 


By EUGENE BURNS 

AN ADVANCED BASE IN 
ALASKA, March 10 (Delayed) 
(AP).—Army light and heavy 
bombers,” accompanied by Light- 
ning fighters, today released the 
heaviest load of explosives of the 
year on Japanese installations and 


barracks at Kiska. 

One high ranking Army officer 
said this bombing heralded the 
opening of a mighty spring offen- 
sive against Kiska, weather con- 
ditions permitting. 

Once more planes, ammunition 
and pilots are ready. 

Today's pay load was 53,500 
pounds (27 tons) of demolition 
and fragmentation bombs and 
boosted the nine months’ total 
dropped on the Japanese occupied 
island to 1,437,700 pounds (719 tons). 

This weight does not include 
thousands upon thousands of ma- 
chine gun shells and 20-millimeter 
and 37-millimeter cannon shells. 

Ground Guns Knocked Out. 

Many of the enemy’s anti-air- 
craft guns failed* before today’s 
five-minute reception was over. 

(The Navy Department, report- 
ing this_action in a communique 
March 12, said the attack was 
made by Liberator and Mitchell 
bombers and that bomb hits were 
scored on anti-aircraft batteries 
and buildings in the camp area 
without loss to the raiders.) 

Many buildings took fire, but 
this is not the worst of the bomb- 
ing. If our 50,000 pounds of dyna- 
mite shook the ground at Kiska 
today as much as the bombs shook 
the ground at Guadalcanal, then 
there will be frightened Japanese 
awaiting our next raid and fright- 
ened Japanese can’t shoot s0 
straight next time. 

And those Japanese that were 
alive tonight must think: “Today’s 
raid was the heaviest and roar of 
planes the greatest ever yet ex- 
perienced. The roar of the planes 
was more audible toward the end 
of the raid because our guns be- 


came silent.” 
Perhaps Tokyo  officialdom 
thought: “Today’s planes are mak- 


ing the sixth raid in 10 days. 
When good weather comes, it will 
be worse.” (In January the weath- 
er permitted only two raids.) 
Timetable of Raid. 

By 9:20 a. m., four fighters 
dropped 300 pounds of demolition 
bombs and 24 20-pounders from 
7000 feet elevation. It was a dif- 
ficult target and the cagey Jap- 


anese saved his anti-aircraft fire. 
Perhaps he has little ammunition 
to spare, as he lost an ammunition 
ship not far from Kiska in Feb- 
ruary, thanks to our Navy. 

Two hours later, to the dot, 
Kiska’s. explosive five minutes be- 
gan. The sky was filled by Light- 
nings at two levels, Mitchells at 
two levels and Liberators. They 
swept in from all directions, and 
low. 

Four Lightnings provided -a top 
cover to eight others which 
skimmed in at the rooftops with 
chattering .45-caliber machine guns 
and 20-millimeter cannons, punish- 
ing two essential installations ang 
adjacent anti-aircraft batteries. 
That punishment must have killed 
some Japanese, because several 
ground guns failed. 

Behind the Lightnings roared 
four twin-engined Mitchells. The 
sweep was full-powered. They 
dropped their 8000-pound cargo 
where it would do the most dam- 
age. These planes bounced from 
the concussion of their own bombs 
—they were flying at near ground 
level, just missing telephone poles 
which the Japanese had brought 
all the way from Japan. 

Sixty seconds later six more 
Mitchells came to drop 206 20- 
pound fragmentation bombs—that’s 
right, 206 — and three 500-pound 
demolition bombs. 

Adding their full measure of de- 
struction, six Liberators let go 
36,000 pounds of demolition bombs 
on the main camp area from 5000 
feet in the air. The anti-aircraft 
was growing weaker. The bombs 
had broken up guns and killed the 
gunners. 

Our raiders were especially effec- 
tive today because there were many 
targets to work on. The Japanese 
have installed a submarine - base, 
an almost completed runway and 
a seaplane base with two hangars, 
radio installations and barracks, 
together with stores of ammunition 
and fuel dumps. 

But the latter are hard to find 
because the enemy has burrowed 
deep. In the main camp area 
bombs were dropped on barracks 
and tents. Barracks are about 15 
feet by 40 feet and single tents 
about 20 feet in diameter. Both are 
set deep in the ground. 

Before the Japanese erects his 
canvas tent he installs elaborate 
earth works to shield it from 
bombs and shellings. (Kiska was 
bombarded once by surface ves- 
sels.)

It was believed to have started 
near the mate’s cabin. 

Firemen were summoned from 
Alton, across the river, where the 
flames could be seen burning 
brightly for almost an hour. The 
towboat, a Diesel-powered, steel- 
hulled vessel, which had just un- 
dergone repairs, burned rapidly. 

Spencer A. Merrell, vice-president 
and general manager of the com- 
pany, said the boat had been tow- 
ing fuel oil on the river and was 
ready to go back into service.

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Navy Flyer Attacked by 31 Jap 
Planes, Wounded 11 Times; Lives 


Leaped From Own Falling Craft With Para- 
chute at 400 Feet and Landed 


in Trees.

WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 
~A Navy flyer was attacked by 
81 Japanese warplanes and wound- 
ed 11 times, but lived to tell the 
story. 

Lieut. James Julien Southerland 
of Washington was a member of 
Fighting Squadron 5, which de- 


stroyed 77 enemy aircraft in the 
early stages of the Solomons cam- 
paign. After bailing out of his 
‘laming Grumman Wildcat fighter 
plane, he was unable to return to 
his unit and the details of his es- 
cape have just been learned by his 
gommanding officer, Lieut. Com- 
mander Leroy 8S. Simpler, who 
made them public yesterday 
through the Navy Department. 

Southerland informed Simpler he 
was attacked by 27 two-engine 
bombers and four Zero fighters. 

“They shot the goggles off my 
forehead, my mirror was shattered, 
all the ammunition box covers and 
part of the upper surface of my 
left wing had disappeared, the oil 
tank was punctured, flaps and 
radio were gone,” the 31-year-old 
fiyer felated. “Finally they ex- 
ploded the good old 4F-12; I was 
ready and immediately dove over 
the starboard side head first. 

“My .45 held me up for a second, 
but I got rid of it somehow and 
was out, The plane did a right 
chandeile and dove straight down 
in flames, missing me by about 20 
feet. Up to that time I had been 
‘cruising’ at full throttle. The 
Pratt & Whitney engine hadn't 
even sputtered. 

“T don’t believe I was more than 
400 feet up when I got out, so I 
pulled the ripcord immediately. 
The ring came out with so little 
resistance I thought the release 


line had been shot. I started claw- 
ing frantically up the webbing to 
release the chute when the thing 
suddenly filled and I was floating. 
I landed in some trees without 
much shock. 

“Here I sat down to take stock 
of the situation. I had a bad hole 
in my right foot, three shrapnel 
holes in the calf of my right leg, 
one in my left knee, one in my left 
thigh, three in the upper part of 
my left arm, one glancing cut over 
my right eye, and a small piece of 
shrapnel in my scalp. I was quite 
surprised to find myself alive and 
the damage done seemed insignifi- 
cant. 

“I worked my way to the beach 
through the jungle where I spent 
that afternoon, night and part of 
the next day waiting in the hope 
I might be spotted and picked up. 
Bathed all wounds in salt water. 


Tore my underclothing into ban- |; 


dages and made a compress to 
stop bleeding in the right foot. 
Spent all day working toward — 


slowly. Avoided two Jap lookouts. |, 


Subsisted on coconuts, wild 
oranges and plenty of fresh water. 
Borrowed a native canoe from a 
deserted village, but it sank on me. 

“I picked up two native boys Sat- 
urday at about 5 p. m.; stayed 
with them two days in a deserted 
village.” 

He was then taken in a native 
war canoe to an undisclosed loca- 
tion, skirting Japanese camps, 
moved through the woods on a 
stretcher near Japanese machine 
guns, and removed by plane and 
boat to a hospital. 

Southerland is the son of Mrs. 
Leonidas Beally Southerland of 
Richmond, Va. He is on duty with 
the air operational training com- 
mand, Jacksonville, Fla.

FLYER ‘DUKE’ SCHILLER KILLED 
IN BERMUDA PLANE CRASH 


Combat Pilot in World War I and 
Ferry Command Aviator in 
Present Conflict. 

MONTREAL, March 15 (AP).— 
Capt. Clarence (Duke) Schiller, in- 
ternationally known veteran avi- 
ator who was a combat pilot in 
World War I and an R. A. F. 
ferry command flyer in the cur- 
rent conflict, was killed yesterday 
in a crash night landing at Ber- 
muda, it was announced today. 

Schiller was a former pilot for 
Gar Wood of Detroit and engaged 
in commercial flying projects in 
the Middle West and Florida at 
times after World War I. A Ca- 
nadian-trained flyer, he served 
with the Canadian division of the 
Royal Air Force—then the Royal 
Flying Corps—in the last war. 

In 1928 he rescued the flyers of 
the trans-Atlantic plane the Bre- 
men, which crashed on the lonely 
Labrador Greeneley Island on an 
east-west flight. The trans-Atlan- 
tic flyers were Capt. Hermann /|° 
Koehl and Baron Gunther von 
Huenefeld, Germans, and Maj. 
James Fitzmaurice, an Irishman.

Kitchen Policeman

T was through no fault of mine,that 1 was a 

kitchen policeman on my sixth day in camp. 

The whole barracks*got the grind. And it was 
duty, not punishment. It was all very simple, 

this KP business. 
All you have to do 
is get up an hour 
earlier, serve the 
food, and keep the 
mess hall clean. 
After we served 
breakfast, I feund a 
very easy job in the 
dining hall, where 
life is much pinker 
than it is in the 
kitchen. A quartet 
was formed and we 
were singing “Home 
MARION HARGROVE. on the Range.” A 
corporal passed by just as I hit a sour note, He 
put the broom into my left hand, the mop into 
my right. .°.. 

There was a citizen-soldier from Kannapolis to 
help me clean the cooks’ barracks. For a time 
it was awful. We tried to concentrate on the 
floor while a news broadcaster almost tore up 
the radio trying to decide whether we were to 
be in the Army 10 years or 20. We finished the 
job in an extremely short time to impress the 
corporal. ‘This, we found later, is a serious 
tactical blunder and a discredit to the ethics of 
gold-bricking. The sooner you finish a job the 
sooner you start on the next.

THE CORPORAL LIKED our work, unfortu- 


mately. Kannapolis was allowed to sort garbage 
and I was promoted to the pot-and-pan polishing 
section. I was Themos Kokenes’ assistant. He 
washed and I dried. Later we formed a gold- 
bricking entente. We both washed and made 
Conrad Wilson dry. Pollyanna the glad girl 
would have found something silver-lined about 
the hot sink. So did lL “At least,” I told Ko- 
kenes, “this will give my back a chance to recover 
from that mop.” 

‘When I said “mop,” the mess sergeant handed 
me one. He wanted to be able to see his face in 
the kitchen floor. After lunch he wanted the 
back porch polished. 

We left the Reception Center mess hall a better 
place to eat in, at any rate. But KP is like wom- 
an’s work—never really done. Conrad Wilson 
marked one caldron and at the end of the day we 
found that we had washed it 22 times. Jack Mul- 
ligan helped me up the last 10 steps to the squad- 
room. I finally got to the ‘side of my bunk.

The next morning we were classified and as- 
signed to the Field Artillery Replacement Center. 
Gene Shumate and I were classified as cooks.

The other cooks included former 
posta! clerks, tractor salesmen, railroad engineers, 
riveters, bricklayers, and one blacksmith. But 
we'll learn. Already I’ve learned to make beds, 
sweep, mop, wash windows, and sew a fine seam, 
When Congress lets me go home, will I make 
some women @ good wife!

I TIPTOED INTO the squadroom so that the 


sergeant wouldn't notice that I was wearing fa- 
tigue clothes.

Often Due to 
Overweight

T may seem strange to recom- 

mend a Lenten reducing diet 

this year when all food is being 
reduced and theoretically people 
are going to go without their full 
quota of food whether they want 
to or not. 

But I believe there are good 
reasons for it, nevertheless. On 


any priorities or point-rationing 


scheme, I do not believe anyone 
in the United States is going to 
starve, or even go hungry. And 
the foods which are obtainable in 
good quantity are of a concen- 
trated nature, so much so that by 
eating them injudiciously most 
individuals are likely to gain 
rather than lose weight. 

Overweight is “a national health 
problem of the first order,” ac- 
cording to the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co, I believe that a 
great many of the disabilities of 
middle age are due to overweight. 
I mentioned the other day that 
painful feet are more often due 
to overweight than to any other 
single cause. Besides that, certain 
types of arthritis are far more fre- 
quent in in overweights than in 
normal weights. Especially is this 
true of the arthrities of the knee 
that comes on with middle age, 
due, of course, to the amount of 
weight-bearing that falls upon this 
very delicate joint,

HIGH BLOOD pressure, diabetes 
and Bright’s disease are the ac- 
companiments of overweight and 
although I am not convinced of 
cause and effect, the relationship 
is there just the same. I saw a 
woman patient with heart disease 
the other day and it was evident 
that the first step in treatment 
would be to reduce the weight 30 
to 40 pounds: this would lessen 
the load on the heart and prevent 


it from pumping blood over such a- 


large area. 

Another condition related to 
overweight is gallbladder disease, 
gallstones, and so on. Added dan- 
ger is the fact that if an opera- 
tion is necessary, the overweight 
person is far less resistant to in- 
fections than those of normal 
weight, 

Our Lenten reducing diet we 
have planned so far as we are able 
to predict food rationing. Many 
foods that are ideal for a reducing 
diet — green vegetables, lettuce, 
cantaloupe, radishes, celery — are 
likely to be scarce, but probably 
during Lent you can still get some 
of them.

Fine Play by 
Defenders in 
Bridge Game

HEN both dummy and de 
clarer’s hand are well sup- 
plied with entries there is 
little (or nothing) that the defend- 
ers can do to protect themselves 
against finesses. If their kings 
and queens lie in a vulnerable po- 
sition, and declarer guesses right, 
they are helpless. But at least 
they can fight against the creation 
of entries for finessing purposes. 
Weat, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable,

East opened with one club rath- 
er than with a diamond, because 
he did not really expect to buy the 
contract and wanted to indicate 
the best opening lead. : 

West opened the club eight, dum- 
my ducked, and East won with the 
king. Now since any return was 
not very attractive, East chose the 
least dan one, a low dia- 
mond, South’s jack held and now 
the spade king was laid down. 
West won and returned the six of 
clubs, dummy ducking again. East 
knew that declarer must have 
started with three clubs else West 
would have had four and would 
have led his fourth highest. Hence, 
to make sure that dummy’s club 
queen would not become an entry, 
Bast put in the 10-epot, permitting 
the jack to win, 

Declarer now could have fulk- 
filled his eight trick contract by 
overtaking the diamond king and 
finessing against the spade jack, 
but, of course, was not sure that 
the spade finesse would work, 
hence tried another plan. After 
——— the diamond king he led 
a low heart toward dummy. West 
ducked and East won with the 
queen. A heart wag promptly re- 
turned. Declarer suddenly réalized 
that his ambitions in the heart suit 
were not working out properly and, 
changing his plan, went up with 
the heart ace. He then exited with 
a heart. West won and led his last 
club, East finally taking his ace. 
Now a diamond was played and, of 
course, dummy’s ace would have 
become an entry except for one im- 
portant fact—declarer was down to 
trumps ‘and had to ruff. There 
was how no way to trap the spade 
jack by a finesse, hence that low- 
ly card had to be conceded to the 
defender, and the contract was 
down one. 

In self-protection, I had better 
point out that declarer’s play was 
not on a par with the defense. At 
the point where he exited with a 
low heart, it would have been con- 
siderably shrewder to have thrown 
East on lead with the club.
